Council has decided to 
wait until the 2013 budget 
deliberations begin, to make 
a decision about a hiring 
freeze within the Town of 
Fort Erie. 

A notice of motion was 
made by Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley on Aug. 20 and at 
this Monday's regular coun¬ 
cil meeting, moving in this 
direction was debated by 
council for about 40 min¬ 
utes. 

The report was tabled, 
after a motion made by Ward 
4 Coun. John Hill. 

"I really think we need to 
sit back and digest this," said 
Hill, shortly before the vote 
was called.

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Council will wait until budget time to debate hiring freeze 


Earlier in the meeting, 
Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
criticized the idea of a hir¬ 
ing freeze, saying there are 
too many factors that need 
to be considered such as 
the future of the Fort Erie 
Racetrack, the anticipated 
ruling about the Canadian 
Motor Speedway from the 
Ontario Municipal Board, 
among other things. 

"I feel this action is a lit¬ 
tle premature," said 
Shular. 

In the report prepared 
by staff that was before 
council, it is suggested 
that some Town employ¬ 
ees are eligible for retire¬ 
ment in the near future 
and it could potentially 
cause problems when

replacing these individu¬ 
als if a hiring freeze were 
to be put in place. 

Hill concurred that this 
is a reason to hold on. 

"Perhaps there is a need 
that might need to be 
looked at in terms of early 
retirement and so forth," 
said Hill. 

Steckley said he appre-

putting a halt on hiring. 

He referred to the opera¬ 
tional review that was con¬ 
ducted, that came back 
saying there were no glar¬ 
ing inefficiencies in the 
corporation and no impli¬ 
cation that the municipal¬ 
ity is overstaffed. 

Passero said it isn't up to 
council to continually 
make decisions about hir¬ 
ing and bring. 

"I don't know if I trust us 
as a body to make a lot of 
human resources deci¬ 
sions," said Passero. 

He also said there are a 
number of infrastructure 
projects needed within 


Fort Erie that still have not 
been tendered because of 
lack of staff. 

Passero continued by 
saying that despite the 
town having some finan¬ 
cial woes, if staff does need 
to fill a position to help 
move certain projects 
along, they should be able 
to. 

"Whether we can afford 
hamburger or steak, we 
still need someone to do 
the cooking," he said. 

Mayor Doug Martin 
agreed and blatantly said 
he would not support the 
freeze, especially since the 
human resources depart¬ 
ment cautioned that it 
could create difficulties. 

"We have to start listen¬ 
ing to staff and appreciate 
the concerns addressed by 
them," said Martin. 

"The chaos that results 
because of something like 
this, isn't worth the effort," 
said Martin. 

In Steckley's tabled 
motion, it is written that 
filling the chief adminis¬ 
trative officer position 
would be exempt from the 
freeze, if it was approved.

Garage fire in Ridgeway 



A fire destroyed a garage workshop in Ridgeway Thursday morning, causing an estimated $75,000 
damage, according to the Fort Erie Fire Department. Fire Chief Larry Coplen said firefighters respond¬ 
ed to a “fully involved” detached structure on Dominion Rd., near Bernard Ave., just after 11 a.m. He 
said in addition to the garage, a pickup truck and an SUV inside the workshop was destroyed. Coplen 
said the owner had a race-car hobby. Fortunately, he said, his race car wasn’t in the garage at the 
time of the fire. Nobody was injured. Coplen said the fire expanded to a similar garage next door, but 
firefighters “quickly knocked it down.”

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Reader raises many questions about proposed tower 


Dear Editor, 


My family and I are the 
unlucky ones who will be 
living 245 metres from the 
Wireless Communications 
Tower on Nigh Road. 

I am just a wife and moth¬ 
er... I am not rich like the cell 
phone companies... I cannot 
afford to hire experts to tell 
you the true dangers of liv¬ 
ing so close to these struc- 
tures...all I have is my voice. 

The seriousness of this is 
very real. It is considered a 
health risk to live anywhere 
within 400m of one of these 
towers. We live 245m away. 
And several of our neigh¬ 
bours would also be consid¬ 
ered to be in the danger 

I urge all of you, to search 
out the truth, to read what 
the expert opponents of 
these towers say regarding 
the health dangers. I urge 
you to look up the research 
that has been done to show 
the increase in illness in 
areas surrounding these 
towers. Find research done 
by those who have nothing 
to gain monetarily. Just 
google the words ‘Dangers 
of Wireless 

Telecommunications 
Towers! It is real. It is a fact. 
Scores of studies and well- 
respected research have 
exposed alarming health 
effects ranging from neuro¬ 
logical issues, to cardiac 
issues, to stress, to various 
forms of cancer. The illness¬ 
es may not necessarily be 


it can be a cumulative long 
term damage, that may not 


show up until after many 
years of exposure. Will 
everyone who lives near a 
Tower get sick? No, but the 
risk is far greater... especially 
for those who are sensitive 
to electromagnetic rays, and 
those who have improperly 
functioning immune sys- 

This behemoth of a tower 
will be constructed in the 
beautiful bush on Nigh Rd. 
While my family and neigh¬ 
bours will be affected in a 
negative way, the effects on 
wildlife will be very uncer¬ 
tain. How will this affect the 
lives of the deer who amble 
through our beautiful area? 
How will it affect the birds 
who caff this bush home? 
How will it affect the fish and 
spawning beds in Six Mile 
Creek? How many majestic 
trees will be lost for the sake 
of technology? How will it 
affect that same pair of geese 
that come to our property 
every year to nest and raise 
their young? How will I 
explain to our grandchil¬ 
dren, the giant steel monster 
in the middle of paradise? 

Yes, I own a cell phone... I 
make a few calls a month on 
it... and I send the occasional 
text message. 

I am not a hypocrite. I do 
use the technology. But I 
choose to use it responsibly 
and I ask the same courtesy 
in return. Be responsible 
when searching out loca¬ 
tions for these structures. I 
am not naive...I know this 
technology is here to stay, 
but I simply ask that these 
structures are erected in 
areas where there will be as 
little negative impact as pos¬ 


sible to human life, wildlife, 
and our forest. 

My husband and I chose 
to move here from Niagara 
Falls 27 years ago... 17 years 
ago we found a piece of land 
to build our dreams. Before 
purchasing the land, we 
approached the Town to see 
if there would ever be a 
chance that the land across 
from us would be developed. 
You see, we wanted to have a 
fish farm, and we needed to 
be sure the area across the 
street would never be devel¬ 
oped, because if that hap¬ 
pened, it could affect our 
ponds in a negative way. We 
were told, that land was for 
cemetery, and would not be 
developed. 

So, we went ahead and 
built our home on Nigh Rd. 
We believed what they told 
us... why wouldn't we? Flash 
forward to 1999. We receive 
a notice from the Town, that 
the property across the street 
that they told us would not 
be anything but cemetery..... 
was now a proposed subdi- 

imagine the shock, disap¬ 
pointment and betrayal that 
we felt. We fought it and as 
of yet it has not happened, 
but the Town no longer owns 
this land, and the status of 
this is very uncertain. How 
are we supposed to have 
faith in this Town, when 
apparently they can say 
whatever they want, and 
then change their minds 
whenever it best suits them? 
If there was a chance that 
this would ever happen, all 
we wanted was a truthful 
answer before we built. Its as 
simple as that. And now on 


top of worrying about this, 
we are faced with this mon¬ 
strosity of a cell Tower. 

In our little piece of the 
world, we have raised 2 
amazing children. We have 
large, fully stocked ponds, 
that we put in ourselves. Two 
of them are filled with hun¬ 
dreds of beautiful, colourful 
Koi, and the third and larg¬ 
est which is one acre in size, 
is teeming with Large Mouth 
Bass, Catfish and assorted 
other fish. We are licensed 
by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources as a fish preserve. 
We are environmentalists. 
We have never used a pesti¬ 
cide or herbicide of any kind 
on our property. 

The dandelions that cover 
our yard in the Spring are 
looked at as a food source 


for birds, and some even end 
up in our delicious green 
smoothies. We encourage 
bees, and bats...others may 
consider them pests...we 
consider them an essential 
part of our environment. 
How will the electromagnet¬ 
ic rays affect them? 

In this area, my daughter 
has stopped traffic to allow 
turtles, racoons and other 
animals to safely cross the 
street. Upon noticing a dead 
possum on the side of the 
road, she stopped her truck, 
went over and noticed 
babies still alive in her 
pouch. She reached in, and 
pulled out all 12 of them, so 
they would have a chance at 
life here. And my husband 
took these same 12 babies 
all the way to Nanticoke to a 


Wildlife Rehabilitation 
Center to be successfully 
released back into the wild 
when they were old enough. 
We clean the ditches along 
our stretch of Nigh Rd every 
Earth Day. Sometimes it 
seems like a never ending 
battle, but we never give up. 
This area is everything to us. 
We care about and grieve for 
what is happening to our 
Earth, and we appreciate the 
area that surrounds us, the 
area that we call home. You 
see, its more than where we 
live, it’s who we are.
